propogition in a mine alrway I=s a dif
forent one from thut on paper. Why
do you not tell us #aid he, "how the
sticks are put up?"*

Much importance attgches 1o the
wedging of a timber sel. ‘TThe wedges
should be of onk and cut from ¢ o 10

inches in width, and from 2 1o 4 inches
In thickness, and 12 or 18 inches long,
acenrding to the size of the timbers and

the height of the alrway, nature of the
roof, etc. The wedge should have a
taper of about 1 inch 10 the foot. When

there I much clearance space betwoen
the top of the collar and the roof,
wedges are often driven against each
other, one above the other. In driving
e wedge the timber should be placed
B little out of position toward the wide
upon which the wedge Is driven, sinve
the action of driving will naturally
oarry the timber forward., 1f desiped,
two wedges may be driven side by side,
nt each end of the collar, but from op-
porite sldea, A wedge should never he
uriven at the center of the oross-heam,
except It may be In special casos, and
then only wfter the timbers have taken
the welght. The pogition of the woedges
pbove the collar ghould be slightly in-
